SENATE BILL No. 295

A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning local
government.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

SECTION 1.1C 36-2-14-22 IS ADDED TO THE INDIANA CODE
AS A NEW SECTION TO READ AS FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE
UPON PASSAGE]: Sec. 22. A coroner shall exercise reasonable
care in providing a climate controlled environment for the purpose
of retarding decomposition of a human body in the coroner's
custody.

SECTION 2. An emergency is declared for this act.
